-The Ministry of 
Agriculture supports the farmers' 
claims.

Jerusalem Pest Stall 

Prime Minister Men ahem Begin 
yesterday asked his colleagues at 
the weekly cabinet session not to 
travel abroad for the time being so 
as not to risk the coalition’# alondor 
majority in the Knesset. 

Last week, the coalition defeated 
a motion of no-conlldence by a 
record low of 57 to M with two 
abstentions. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg and 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
accordingly failed to get cabinet 
permission for planned journeys at 
yesterday’s session. 

However, a cabinet source said 
that Burg and Sharon might request 
permission a second time later In 
the week. By that time, the threat to 
the government's majority may 
have diminished enough for a 
margin of safety, thanks to current 
talks between the coalition and the 
Ah va Knesset faction. 

The cabinet waa like "an Island of 
calm" In the aye of the political 
storm yesterday, according to one 
of the ministers present. The ban on 
ministers’ trips was th« only reflec- 
tion of the government’s parliamen- 
tary troubles, while Ezer Welz- 
man’s name was not mentiogsd 
even once. 

Begin gave a positive survey of 
hla private visit to the U.S. Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir gave an 
optimistic report of his talks in 
Europe. Burg and hla director- 
general, Halm Kubcrsky. gave a 
positive briefing about the 


Sadat again offers Nile water 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
CAIRO. — President Anwar Sadat 
has reiterated that he Is prepared to 
give Israel one million cubic metres 
of NHe water a day In exchange for 
achieving Palestinian rights. 

Sadat was addressing a joint ses- 
sion of the People’s Assembly and 
the newly formed Shura council. 
His announcement pre-empted 
Minister of Foreign Affairs Kamal 
Hasson All, who was scheduled to 
settle doubts about piping water to 
the Negev once and for all at the 
People's Assembly today. 

This was in answer to questions 
on tbe subject tabled by two 
members following a speculative 
article In the opposition newspaper 
Ai-Sftoafr last Tuesday. 

Most Egyptians regard Nile 
water as their life blood, and have 
not warmed to Sadat’s proposal, 
Unkod though it to to the recovery of 
Arab Jerusalem and the West 
Bank. 

The issue has also 7>rovoked fury 


from Ethiopia, which accuses 
Egypt of Infringing agreements on 
the use of Nils water. Egypt con- 
tends that Its rights as a riparian 
state allow It to dispose of the water 
as It chooses. 

Israeli agriculture officials have 
scoffed at the Idea as purely 
political. They say that Egypt 
needs the water Itself, and that the 
pumping of the water up to 
Jerusalem would not be feasible. 

Sadat said that Egypt was 
wasting six billion cubic metres of 
water annually by allowing It 
'through the Aswan high dam to 
generate electricity and then let- 
ting It flow into the Mediterranean 
without being used In Irrigation. 

•*To give Israel 339 million cubic 
metres annually Is only a small 
part of this surplus water," he said. 

But Sadat went on, "Begin has 
refused to solve tbe problems of 
Jertnalem and the Palestinians un- 
til today, and so there was no agree- 
ment. and there is no commitment 
on our part," 


Sadat: Saudis bankroll Iraq in war 


CAIRO ( UPI ). — President Anwar 
Sadat told the People’s Assembly 
yesterday that Iraq started the war 
against Iran with tbe agreement of 
Saudi Arabia. 

Sadat said Saudi Arabia and 
other oil-rich Gulf sheikhdoms 
provided Iraq with $3b. during the 
past two weeks and pledged to 
rebuild the shattered Iraqi 
economy once the war is over. 

In another development, Sadat 
warned U.S. President-elect 
Ronald Reagan In an interview 
published yesterday be stands to 
Jose Egypt's friendship unload he 
shows respect to "our pride and 
national ambitions." 

- But Sadat said if Reagan’s 
America took one step toward 
Egypt, "we would take 10 steps In 
Its direction." 


"I want to tell the American peo* . 
pie at this moment In particular! 
that when they urge President! 
Reagan to follow a hardline policy 
toward the Soviet Union, they 
should not Include America’s 
friends In this policy." Sadat said. 

"For If he follows a hardline 
policy toward us, he wilt lose us and 
lose our feelings (of friendship)/ 
Sadat recalled the days of the late 
President Lyndon Johnson and the 
late Secretary of State John Footer 
Dulles, "who treated the good 
Egyptian people with contempt 
because we refused to be the agents 
of the United States." 

Sadat said Johnson and Dulles i 
"wanted us to carry out tbe orders : 
of the United States, like agents, or 
else they suspend American aid to 
us. which they did." 


Israeli team second 
in world chess meet 

VALLETTA, Malta (AP). - Israel 
moved into second place of tbe 24th 
World Chess Olympiad yesterday 
with a 3-1 win over Argentina.

Artdor and other secretariat 
members said they were not overly 


concerned at Sharon's warning. 
“Arsk's got every right to his 
opinion,” Artdor said. "But It wo* 
not shared by the secretariat" 

Sharon wrote that "free argu- 
ment is a precondition for 
renaissance in the movement.*' But 
Andor asserted after the 
secretariat session that the ouster 
decision had been taken "because 
at what Weizman did — not because 
of anything he said.” 

Herat's legal counsel. Isser 
Lubotzky. said that Weizman had 
the right to appeal against tbr 
secretariat's decision within 30 
days to the party’s “supreme 
court." He noted that the decision 
was an administrative action — and 
r.ot a quasi -Judicial process of 
prosecution and punishment 
against a member, which was an 
option that the secretariat had 
deliberately spurned. 

Weizman. however. Is not ex- 
pected to aval] himself of the 
appeal. Indeed, some observers 
found it surprising that he so 
markedly toned down hla criticism 
of the government and the party in 
his appearance before the 
secretariat, and In effect pleaded 
for another chance.

Peres sold yesterday he is ready 
to give Rabin a sworn statement 
that neither he nor any of hla sup- 
porters in the party were responsi- 
ble for the “provocation.” "Neither 
I. nor the Labour Party nor anyone 
on our behalf had anything to do 


with the publication of the story," 
Peres said last night. "Further- 
more, if Rabin wishes to bring the 
responsible party to court, I will be 
glad to help him any way I can."

— TEL AVIV. — El Al's staff co re- 
mittees yesterday unanimously re- 
jected the management's plan to 
.flrc more than 700 of the airline’s 
employees and freeze the wages of 
the remaining workers. 

However, there were Indications 
that the works committees would 
be willing to cooperate with the 
management, with one participant 
in the two-hour meeting declaring 
that the dismissal plan would be op- 
posed “as long as the alternatives 
haven't been exhausted.’* 

' The committees also pointed out 
they have accepted greater work 
loads, filling in for more than 2,000 
workers who have left the airline 
since July 1979. 

Ell Sasspn, secretary of tie roof 
organization for. ail the works com- 
mittees, said they also encourage 
workers to accept increased 
severance pay and leave. He said 
150 employees with 10 years' 
seniority have left In recent weeks. 

The management is pushing the 
dismissal plan in a bid to save about 
$27.6m. and help solve the airline’s 
financial difficulties.- The manage- 
ment also wants to postpone a 7.5 
per cent rise in basic wages. In- 
crease working hours, pay less for 
overtime and make the workers 
contribute towards the cost of their 
meals and flights abr'oad on 
vacations. 9 

The workers, however, claim that 


the management and the govern- 
ment arc doing little to help El 1U, 
and arc demanding sacrifices from 
the workers. 

"The $2 2m. that the management 
would save by firing 700 employees 
would only cover the interest on Its 
debts," which total more than 
$100m.. said Nahum Kara of the 
workshop staff committee. 

According to Danny Koren of the 
maintenance workers committee, 
the. plan Is just "an aspirin for a 
cancer patient. Unless the govern- 
ment helps out, El At won't succeed 
even if - we work for free." 

In opposing the wage freeze plan, 
the workers said they have already- 
agreed to forgo a 30 per cent in- 
crease given to other employees In 
the production sector. They said the 
7.5 per cent Increase In basic wages 
they have been promised la Impor- 
tant to offset Inflation. 

But the workers stressed that 
their disagreement with the 
management would not affect El Al 
services unless the management 
attempted to implement Its revival 
plan unilaterally. Past labour dis- 
putes at the airline, even the threat 
of them, have caused passengers to 
fly with other companies. 

The management Is bound by a 
vC-age agreement which expires on > 
March 31, 1982. It has, therefore, 
tried to pressure workers to accept 
the changes by stating that it Is 
broke and that the government will 
not offer any funds unless the staff 
agrees to its revival scheme. 
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Hurvitz, Meshel square off on economics

. TEL AVIV. — The cost of living has 
gone up over 600 per cent In the last 
three years, and the blame rests on 
the Likud’s economic policies, not 
on' the “inheritance" from the 
previous Labour governments, 
Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel told Finance 
Minister Yfgael Hurvitz yesterday 
evening. 

The occasion was their debate 
before the Tel Aviv Labour Council, 
and works committee represen- 
tatives from the Tel Aviv area. 
Meshel said that "all the finance 
minister seems to care about is that 
the balance of payments has Im- 
proved — but even that Isn't entire- 
ly true because Bank of Israel 
figures show a '1.8 per cent drop in 
exports for the second quarter, of 
this year and another 8 per cent 
drop for the third quarter." 

"I’m ready to negotiate with the 
Histadrut right now on a package 


deal," Hurvitz replied. "But I have 
the feeling the Histadrut prefers to 
make political capital. out of 
fighting with the government." He 
said the country spends $ 2 . 4b. on 
fuel, a third of Its national budget 
on defence and another jhird pay- 
ing off debts, and that these con- 
straints are the root of Israel's 
economic problems. 

The audience listened to Meshel 
in complete silence and applauded 
enthusiastically at the end of his 
speech. But they didn't applaud 
Hurvitz. 

When Hurvitz said Meshel hadn't 
-made any constructive suggestions 
about what the government could 
do, someone in' the audience 
shouted "you can go home." One 
woman had to be ejected from the 
hall for complaining loudly and In- 
sistently about food prices. 

Meshel dared Hurvitz to get up in 
front of the crowd and tell them 
they have too much money. Hurvitz 
didn't take the dare. 


Jabalya council head arrested

the murderers, say he refused to 
testify. 

The Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine yesterday claimed 
responsibility for the murder of 
Abd al-Wahab Abd al-Maarl in the 
Jabalya refugee camp on Saturday. 
It said in its announcement that al- 
Nasri was a "Zionist agent and 
collaborator." 

This la the seventh murder In the 
past few weeks of people suspected 
by terror groups of collaborating 


with Israel. Security forces yester- 
day acknowledged that al-Masri did 
collaborate with them some time 
ago. 

They also said they do not believe 
the recent wave o£ murders isaixn- 
.ed at upholders of the “Gaza First” 
scheme (whereby Palestinian 
autonomy would be implemented 
first in. the Gaza Strip) but at 
anyone wbo cooperates with the 
Israeli authorities. "• 

Students from the Jordan high 
school in Gaza yesterday began a 
demonstration against the arrest of 
the Blr Zelt student committee but 
dispersed- immediately when 
security forces reached the area. 

It appears that, despite several 
arrests, security forces have not 
yet caught those responsible for the 
Gaza murders.

Hew law may stop skin bank plans

Plans to art up a national skin 
bank for the treatment of burn vic- 
tims may have to be abandoned If 
the new Anatomy and Pathology 
Law is enacted by the Knesset, a 
leading plastic surgeon said yester- 
day. 

- ' The bank, based on collecting 
skin- from cadavers, is scheduled to 
be launched In the next few weeks 
at the Hadassah University 
Hospital, Menahem Ron-Wexler 
told a press conferenced The 
amendment to the Anatomy and 
Pathology Law, which makes 
transplants from deceased people 
conditional on the family’s agree- 
ment, could make the project im- 
possible. said Professor Wexler, 
head of the plastic surgery depart- 
ment at Hadassah. 

Human skin Is considered the 
best cover for patients suffering all 
kinds of burns, and the only ef- 
ficient method of saving the Uvea of 
those suffering more than 80 per 
cent (third-degree) burns. In or- 
dinary freezers, skin taken from 
cadavers for grafts preserves Its

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vitality for a week to a month. In 
the special liquid nitrogen con- 
tainers In which the skin would be 
kept at temperatures below 180 
degrees centigrade in the centre's 
special installations, it would re- 
main "fresh" for a year or more, 
said Wexler. 

Alternative covers for burned 
skin are amnion membrane, taken 
from human placentae, and 
pigskin. But these are not as good 
as skin taken from a cadaver. All of 
these are temporarily grafted onto 
the patient’s skin to prevent infec- ; 
tlon and dehydration until, gradual- 
ly, skin from other parts of his own 
body can be grafted onto the burned 
areas as the body rejects the tem- 
porary alien grafts. 

In order to save the life of one 
seriously burned patient, Wexler 
said, about two square metres of 
skin no thicker than one millimetre 
are needed. Ten cadavers are need- 
ed in order to supply that amount.. 

Wexler said after the press con- 
ference that moat burns treated In 
peacetime are not serious, but 40-60 
per cent burns should also be 
treated by grafts from cadavers. 

The hospital's director-general. 
Dr. Asa Hard, told the press con- 
ference that in testifying before the 
KnnH.net committees handling the 
Anatomy and Pathology Bill, he 
had been Impressed that the' 
legislators for the most part did not 
understand what la Involved.

full-fledged "alliance" meant a 
common stand in all fields. 

"But while I am ardent in my sup- 
port for an alliance. I am equally 
ardent in my rejection ot a full union 
between Labour and Mapam at this 
time," Hazan added. He had learn- 
ed in his long life that a union was 
doomed so long as the components 
were not truly united in their out- 
look. he said. 

He noted that he had proposed a 
system of "primaries” within the 
Labour Alignment, wherein Mapam 
members would join Labour Party 
members in choosing the 
Alignment’s candidates for prime 
minister, for Hlstadrut secretary- 
general, and for chairman of the 
World Zionist Organization. But the 
proposal had been defeated. 

Hasan said that despite Labour's 
present preoccupations, there had 
been a serlea ot ^excellent" 
meetings between the two parties, 
and signs of Mapam's input could be 
clearly detected to the evolving 
“Gallli Document" on defence and 
foreign policy. 

Earlier, & Mapam foreign affairs 
spokesman, Elazar Granot, en- 
dorsed Ylsrael Galill's recent com- 


ment that after peace with Jordan- 
Palestine. Israel could not claim the 
right to interfere In the political 
system "on the other side of the 
peace border** — provided the 
agreed security provisions and 
demilitarizations were observed. 

Granot said Mapam wanted the 
Jordan River as the "security 
border." and the West Bank 
demilitarized. He distinguished 
between the settlements in the Jor- 
dan valley and Gush Etzlon. which 
Israel should try to maintain, and 
those of Gush Emunlm in the 
“populated heartland," which could 
be dismantled. 

Regarding peace with Syria, he 
said the future border should run 
"on the Golan" and that any part of 
the Golan which is returned to Syria 
should be demilitarized. 

Economic spokesman and former 
MK Ellezer Ronen said Mapam 
favoured the reintroduction of some 
subsidy on basic foodstuffs — but 
only around 20-30 per cent, and not 
the 80-90 per cent level of before 
1977.

Heavy battles in Iran

BEIRUT (AP). — Iraq said its 
)• paratroopers, striking: behind 
waves of rocket-firing helicopter 
gunships, pushed counterattacking:

India reportedly

Both Iran and Iraq reported their 
warplanes mounted fresh assaults 
on each other's military and in- 
dustrial targets, as the war on the 
northern flank of the Persian Gulf 
finished its ninth week. 

Both sides reported the heaviest 
action of the day concentrated at a 
string of heights in the foothills of 
the Zagros mountain range in' 
western Iran, some 480 kilometres 
north of Abadan. 

The two nations have been battl- 
ing for the heights since Thursday. 
Iranian broadcasts said 47 Iraqi 
troops were killed in raids by Ira- 
nian paratroopers on the heights 
yesterday. 

Communiques from Teheran said 
Iran's U.S.-made fighter bombers 
destroyed a chemical plant, a ce- 
ment factory and an electric power 
station in northwestern Iraq near 
the border with Turkey and Syria. 

An Iraqi communique, broadcast 
by Baghdad Radio, said Soviet- 
made Iraqi jets struck at enemy 
troop concentrations In the 
Susangerd and the Abadan war 
theatres. 

Iran's official news agency Pars 
said the Susangerd garrison 
"intercepted and crushed” Iraqi 
reinforcements of troops and ar- 
mour on the southern and northern 
approaches of Susangerd, blunting 
a new enemy offensive to overrun 
the town.

Soviets fear ‘reckless’ U.S. 


Las Vegas looters steal sooty money 


LAS VEGAS, Nevada.— Looters 
stole fire-blackened money from 
the burned out casino and burgled 
the vacant guest rooms just after 
Saturday's devastating MGM 
Grand Hotel fire that killed 83 peo- 
ple and injured more than 600 
others, police said on Saturday. 

There also was a telephoned war- 
ning to police that several other 
hotels along the Las Vegas, strip 
would meet the same fate as the, 
MGM if certain demands were not 
met. 


Police said that a uniformed 
MGM Grand Hotel guard wearing 
soot-blackened shoes was arrested 
at a nearby casino carrying a roll'of 
sooty cash and pumping burned 
coins Into a slot machine. Another 
looting suspect was captured by a 
police officer while fleeing from the 
burning hotel with a bag of casta and 
jewelry. 

Fire officials ‘blamed the second 
worst hotel fire in U.S. history on an 
electrical fire that smouldered for 
horns between floors before ex- 
ploding In flames (UFLAP). 


MOSCOW ( AP) . — The Soviet press 
yesterday spotlighted an assurance 
by Richard Allen, U.S. President- 
elect Ronald Reagan's top foreign 
policy aide, that the incoming 
Reagan administration will not be 
"unremittingly hostile” to the 
Soviet Union. 

But a Moscow commentator also 
warned that whatever Reagan’s in- 
tentions might be, heavy right-wing 
pressure has already built up that 
could force “reckless” policies dur- 
ing his administration. 

The Soviet commentaries came 
one day after U.S. Senator Charles 
Percy, the incoming head of the 
Senate. Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, arrived in Moscow with 
hopes of opening new Republican 
contacts with the Soviet leadership. : 

Percy, on Saturday, expressed* 
hopes of meeting Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev and Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko. So far, . 


however, the Soviets have con- 
firmed no appointments for him 
during his week-long visit and have 
maintained an extremely cautious 
attitude toward the Reagan ad-, 
ministration. 

The Soviet national dally Provda 
and several other newspapers 
published .the comments by Allen, 
made in an interview on Friday in 
The Washington Post, 

The Soviet account Included 
Allen's remark that “you just can't 
enter office with the inte ntion of 
cutting off relations with the Soviet 
Union'” and his indication that any 
change in thd format of 
negotiations between the countries 
would fall far short of cutting off 
contacts.

It was the snappy quotes, added 
to the prominent bosom and tumbl- 
ing blonde locks, that made up the 
character. Her screen invitation, 
“Come up »vid see me some time,” 
will be remembered for as. long as 
there is a Hollywood. 

There were many other classics, 
like: “I used to be Snow White but X 
drifted.”

WARSAW (Reuter).— Polish free 
trade union leaders yesterday gave 
the authorities until midday today 
to release a detained print worker 
or send the prosecutor-general in 
person to a Warsaw factory to ex- 
plain the man's detention. 

The Warsaw branch of the 
Solidarity Union said strike action 
will be considered if Jan Narozniak 
is not freed or if workers at the Ur- 
sus tractor plant are not satisfied 
with the official’s explanation. 

A Solidarity delegation win call 
on- Prosecutor-General Lucjan 
Czubinski this morning and de- 
mand his presence at the factory 
meeting. 

Czubinski has unwittingly found 
himself at the centre of the latest 


row between the new unions and the 
authorities in a case that Illustrates 
what appears to be a continuing 
lack of trust between both sides. 

The printer was detained after 
being summoned* to the Interior 
Ministry on Friday following a 
police search of the Solidarity of- 
fices in Warsaw on Thursday night.

China’s ex-air force chief 
admits attempt to kill Mao 


PEKING (UPI). — China's former 
air force commander, the first to 
take 'the stand yesterday in the 
country’s trial of the century, freely 
admitted charges carrying the 
death penally that be plotted to 
assassinate Mao Tse-tung and help 
stage an aborted coup. 

Jiang Qing, Mao’s widow and 
eight other former leaders waited 
in the wings far their individual 
appearances before “the court of 
history” as former air force chief 
Wti Faxteh, 60, took the witness - 
stand in the first full working ses- 
sion of the court. 

The trial formally opened on 
Thursday after months of delay 
while the 10 defendants heard 48 
charges of treason before the 
special court, including mass 
murder, widespread persecution 
and plots to assassinate Mao and 
seize the country. 

It was then adjourned until 
yesterday when individual 
appearances began and Wu freely 
admitted his complicity in a plot 


- which could put him before a firing 
squad. 

Wu, who accompanied Mao on the 
Long March and was a trusted 
political commissar, was charged 
with aiding the late defence 
minister, Lin Blao, in plotting to , 
assassinate Mao in 1971 and then 
seize control of the country In a 
coup. 

The former air force commander 
said he went to Lin Btao's home In 
July i960 and discussed the matter 
.with him 

The plotters allegedly 'planned to_ 
eliminate Mao by destroying Us. 
private train In an attack with jet- 
fighters, flame throwers and- 
bazookas. If that failed, the indict- 
ment against them says, they hoped 
to enlist Soviet military help In 
launching an attack on Mao in Pek- 
ing. Both plots collapsed when 
loyalists got wind of the plans. • 

At the 'end of the session, the 
court declared: "The facts are 
clear. The evidence is sufficient.” 
But it did not deliver a verdict on 
Wu.

MADRID (UPI). — Tens of 
thousands of rightists mourning the 
rebirth of democracy converged on 
central Madrid yesterday for a ral- 
ly commemorating the fifth an-

He actually said he would 
rather recommend the local Roman 
Catholic priest than send me to a 
Reform *hul. where, for all he 
knew, they might accept my half- 
and-hnlfa. Then one day when Adlel 
asked me. "What's gesKctnf — 
the first word he had ever learnt — 

1 knew Hebrew- was a lost cause, for 
the time being." 

WHEN DID SHE decide not to go 
back to Vas'ur? 

"The klbbbutz realized It before 
we did. At the end of that year. 
Halm had managed to arrange an 
exhibition In London, ao we natural- 
ly decided to stay on a few more 
months for that. A chance came to 
buy a house In Kew, and we thought 
it was a good Investment....! 
somehow didn't acknowledge that 
we were planning to live in it. 

"Then the klbbuts asked us to 
make up our minds whether we 
were coming back or not. We decid- 
ed not. For both of us. our ‘kibbutz 
time’ was over... But I stlQ dream of 


living tn Jerusalem. Only there are 
problems. If t had only myself lo 
consider, t wouldn't hesitate." 

Huw have the boys reacted to 
becoming ” Englishmen? " 

"I think they’re perfectly happy. 
Adiel is the meat 'Jewish.* He's 
always asking when he con come 
back here He la doing the origins 
of Zionism' for his O-levti history 
project, which pleases ms. Gillon 
ukrs the good things of Ufe, so he's 
all right tn London, unless we go 
broke. Otsrt doesn't get oil this 
Jewtsfa-IsraeU fuss. He just wonts 
lb bt the same as his friends. " 

DOES SHE feel as strongly about 
Margaret Thatcher's brand of 
politics as she does about Meaahcm 
Begin's? 

"It's hard for me to get worked 
up about British politics. I think ft*s 
important to care and to commit 
cnrself, wherever one lives, and I 
try to involve myself. But 5 can't — 
not the aaenr gray as here. 

"It's net that things don/t matter 
so much it’s mat they dent Sari so 
much. Oh, I can get fttrirca, far In- 
stance when the budget ‘cuts' affect 
nursery schools and education 
generally, the only -’rvcUer-up* 
which has yet been devized to make 
our English siclesy more equitable. 
I've got a meeting with my MF — a 
Tory — about that when Z get back. 
I voted for him," she odds, with a 
faintly defiant air. 

When i express astonishment 
that someone who spent eight 
years on a Hashomer Hatxalr kib- 
butz could have voted Conser- 
vative, she explains: "I don’t 
believe ln socialism for Britain. 
There we have to plump for In- 
dividualism zrnd personal freedom. 
Socialism only works when :t's self- 
chosen, escapable and stoo. 7. It 
works marvellously jr. a kibbutz. 

"In a country of three million Uke 
Israel, it might just work. Where 
you have SC million it's impossible. 
Because with such numbers you 
can't are that everybody's 

playing fair, contributing, pulling 
their weight. It can't be imposed. 
It’s a great mistake to think that 
what works for one group or coun- 
try must work for another. 
Ideologies have to be applied with 
some common sense and 
pragmatism, or they get turned Into 
tyrannies." 


Struggle 
for souls

THE GROWING feeling among the 
American public that the UJS. must 
stand up to the Soviets will probably 
win more support tor the cause of 
Russian Jewry, 

But the past has shown that the 
Soviet authorities permit the 
emigration of more Jews ln periods 
when there are good relations 
between the two superpowers, not 
when there Is confrontation. 

That analysis of tbe future of the 
Russian emigration movement was 
offered by Burton Levinson, a Los 
Angeles lawyer who is chairman of 
the National Conference ou Soviet 
Jewry ln the U.S., ln os interview 
with The Jerusalem Poet. 

“Our organization, which 
represents 39 major Jewlah 
organizations and la active In over 
100 U.s. Jewish communities, la not 
an unit- Soviet group," he said. "Aa 
anti -Co mm uniat campaign wouldn't 
be helpful in inducing the Russians, 
to lei more Jews emigrate." 

Levinson met privately with 
president-elect Ronald Reagan ln 
September and was Impressed by 
his Interest to Soviet Jewry: "X was 
assured that the people around 
Reagan are well aware of the 
Issue." 

BUT THE NEW congressmen and 
senators who will arrive In 
Washington la January are a 
"generation that knew not Joseph." 
The winners of November's con- 
gressional races will have to be 
educated on the Issue of Soviet 
Jewry by activists In the national 
conference. 

The possibility of Senator Henry 
Jackson — the foremost Senate 
champion of Soviet Jewry — being 
named Reagan’s secretary of state 
or of defence to very appe ailing to 
Levinson and to the national con- 
ference's executive director, Jnrry 
Goodman. 

They believe that if Jackson does 
get such a top job, he will not betray 
his principles and moderate him 
stand on Soviet Jewry under 
pressure from government 
bureaucrats. 

They concede that many of the 
people who were active in the

national conference in its first few 
years during the early Seventies 
"ore getting tired.” but they are be- 
ing replaced by new faces, 

"The new ones don’t remember 
the Leningrad Trial of 1970, ao we 
have to teach them. But they are 
young professional and business 
people, many women as well, and 
they are all committed to getting 
Jews out of Russia." sold Goodman. 

THE NUMBER of Jews being 
allowed to leave Russia to at a 
nadir, bat Levtnaon to hopeful that 
after the Reagan administration 
conducts a dialogue with the 
Soviets, the numbers will Increase 
appreciably. 

“We have to be optimistic." 1 he 
says. “Jewish emigration Is a clear 
barometer of (he Soviet attitude on 
deallcg with the West to general." 

As to the painful problem of 
Soviet Jewish "drop-outs" woo, 
despite their Israeli visas, do not 
settle In Israel, the two national con- 
ference officials hope for a reduc- 
tion to the drop-out rate. 

American Jews are still Ignorant 
of the dimensions and Impact of the 
problem. "We haven't done a good 
enough Job educating them," said 
Levinson. 

As the children or grandchildren 
of East European immigrants to the 
UA (Levinson himself Is the grand- 
son of Russian Jews). American 
Jews still believe In the romantic 
notion of saving their brethren by 
bringing them to America. * 

But as they come to understand 
how much Israel needs them, they'll 
begin to realize that Israel must 
have the chance to make them its 
citizens, Levinson said. 

The national conference chair- 
man and executive director are ln 
Israel aa guests of the Israel Public 
Council for Soviet Jewry. They will 
take part ln the conference marking 
the decade of renewed Soviet 
emigration. From Jerusalem, they 
will travel to the Madrid Conference 
to discuss the Soviet failure to 
observe the Helsinki Agreements.

Savings with hospital 
‘day-care surgical units’

TEL AVIV. — Two-fold savings, to 
the medical centre which can cut 
the cost of hospitalisation by about 
60 per cent, and to the patients, who 
can return to work days earlier, 
have taken place since the opening 
in October 1973 of the “day-care 
surgical unit” at the 500-bed Kaplan 
hospital in Rehovot. The hospital is 
nm by Kupat Holim. 

The study on the surgical unit, 
which Is published in the latest 
Issue of the Israel Journal of 
Medical Sciences, covers the three- 
year period ending December, 1978. 
It was written by Dra. Cornelia 
Segall. Haim Gordon and Aviva 
Ron. 

The authors note that monetary 
and health benefits are con- 
siderable under this system. -which. 
Incidentally, was initiated abroad 
about 80 years ago. It has only 
recently been adopted widely In 
Israel and abroad, due to soaring 
hospitalization costs. 

The benefits are: the early dis- 
charge of patients assures their 
quicker recovery In many cases: 
convalescence at home Is often 
better than In hospital; and the 
elimination of long queues waiting 
for operations. 

The queues, it is noted, are often 
due to the lack of hospital beds, 
more than the lack of operating 
facilities. This problem is solved by 
the "day-care surgical unit.” In 
this unit a patient Is admitted in the 
morning, after tests have been per-

The system can be used only for 
those requiring small- to medium- 
type operations which, however, 
make up a considerable percentage 
of all operations.

All the 2.885 gynecologic and 934 
ear-, nose- and throat-operations 
were performed under general 
anesthesia. The other types of 
operations, plastic surgery, eye. 
general, and hand, used either of 
these two methods. 

Since the unit has been in opera- 
tion. the authors note, “there have 
been no deaths, and complications 
have been minimal.” In a few 
cases, the patients had to be 
transferred to the regular wards for 
hospitalization which lasted longer 
than one day. 

The overall success of the new 
method, its ability to save the 
hospital money, to save patients 
days lost from work, has proved 
very satisfactory.

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Biggest-ever East-West deal involves 
$14b. Russian gas pipeline to Europe 


MOSCOW ( APJ - The Kremlin 
soon is expected to approve the 
single biggest Cast-West business 
deal of all time, a $14 billion, 4,000- 
kilometre pipeline, that will supply 
Western Europe with much of Its 
natural gas for the rest of the cen- 
tury. 

Some Americans fear completion 
of the Western-financed project 
could make members of the 
Western defence community depen- 
dent on Soviet energy and render 
them vulnerable to what one source 
called “political blackmail at the 
turn of a switch." 

Western Europeans, sensitive to 
the problems of importing oil from 
the politically volatile Middle East, 
are described as' anxious to com- 
plete negotiations on the gas line, 
that will start In the frozen fields of 
western Siberia and dip south into 
Poland or Czechoslovakia for con- 
nection to West Europe. 

By 1990, if projections prove ac- 
curate, Western nations Involved In 
the deal could receive as much as 25 
to 35 per cent of their natural gas 


and about 9 per cent of all their 
' energy from the Soviet Union. 

The main customers for the gas 
are expected to be West Germany, 
France, Italy, Holland, Belgium 
and Austria. Spain and Sweden are 
also mentioned as possible users. 

According to a published West 
German report, a West German 
banking consortium has already 
agreed to advance the Soviets $5. 3b. 
to be used for the gas line and 
repaid to West Germany in gas. 
Other banks in Weat Europe are 
said by sources here to be 
“scrambling for a piece of the ac- 
tion." 

In exchange for providing the 
West Europeans with natural gas, 
the deal will ensure the Soviets hard 
currency they sorely need. 

That, in turn, could be used for 
Importing more Western goods and 
technology, pouring more money 
Into Eastern Europe to stabilize 
some of those ailing economies and 
governments, or buying more 

grain. 


Big September drop of new mutual funds 


Post Economic Reporter 
TTie public's disappointment with 
new mutual funds first issued this 
July and August was reflected in 
figures published yesterday by the 
Bank of Israel. 

Holdings in these funds In 
September declined IS800 million to 
a level of IS1.134 billion. The funds' 
yield for this month was 2.3 per 
cent, which lagged behind a 7.3 rise 


in the consumer price-index. 

Interest in these funds was 
originally sparked because there is 
no margin between the buying and 
selling price. In effect making them 
co m mission-free. 

Towards the end of the public's 
selling spree, the funds . began to 
modify their portfolios, shifting to 
more linked bonds, less foreign 
currency and more stocks. 


Slower increase in energy consumption 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Israelis used up 4 per cent more 
energy in 1979 than in 1978, accor- 
ding to figures in the new statistical 
year book, which Is to be published 
shortly- The increase between 1977 
and 1978 waa 7 per cent. 

The total amount of energy con- 
sumption by the economy in 1979 
was the equivalent of 7.8 million 


tons of crude oil. The consumption 
of electricity alone amounted to 2.9 
million tons of oil, compared with. 
2.76 million tons in 1978. 

Industry consumed 36 per cent of 
the total output of electricity, 
agriculture 4 per cent, water pum- 
ping 16 per cent, while use by the 
service and commercial sectors and 
by private Individuals amounted to 
44 per cent of the total.

Rabin’s obsession 

THE ALLEGATION that Lea Rabin’s IL250.000 fine for keeping 
an illegal bank account bad been paid up by BezaZel Mizrahi, 
was known to Israeli newsmen for months before L’Expreas 
saw fit to publish it on Saturday. Local reporters spurned the 
tale because it* struck them, on close inspection, as being — in 
Yitzhak Rabin's own words — "a vulgar and malicious lie.” 

To date the only supposed proof of the truth of the allegation is 
the number of the cheque which, according to Jean Derogy, 
author of the tale, paid for Mrs. Rabin's fine. 

With only a day left before the Labour Party elections that 
may decide his near political future, it is understandable that 
Mr. Rabin should be up in arms. Similarly understandable is the 
campaign on which he has embarked to clear his name, notably 
the planned suit for libel against the Paris weekly. For although 
Mr. Mizrahi himself won a libel suit against Ha’aretz last year, 
he could hardly be a politician's best choice as financial patron, 

Plainly, the last thing that a politician running ZOr his party’s, 
let alone the nation's, leadership should want is to be portrayed 
as drawing financial benefits from Mr. Mizrahi. 

What has moat riled the ex-premier, however, was the claim 
made In L‘ Ex press that the source of the allegation was 
“friends of Mr. Peres.” For some reason, this part of the 
“vulgar and malicious lie” was readily accepted by Mr. Rabin 
as truth. From it, indeed, Mr Rabin hastened to draw the 
suggestion that Mr. Peres had been personally involved. 

The Labour Party chairman reacted to the publication by 
voicing his “revulsion,” as well as his surprise over the French 
magazine's failure to consult him about the veracity of the tale. 
At the same time he vowed not to be drawn into what he termed 
“any provocation." 

A more strongly worded immediate disavowal would more 
easily have squelched the rumour campaign now building up 
against Mr. Peres himself. This need not have taken the form of 
a sworn statement that neither he nor any of his aides passed on 
the information to L’Express, as demanded by Mr. Rabin. 

Even the assurance he gave yesterday that no-one had passed 
any such information on his behalf, would have helped, if made 
earlier; and so, too, his expressed readiness to assist Mr. Rabin 
In any suit he might bring against the weekly. 

Perhaps even this would not have satisfied Mr. Rabin. For 
Derogy's suitably muddled “explanation” yesterday that the 
“friends of Mr. Peres” were not Labour Party people but men of 
the police and the mafia — the mafia! — seems to have made no 
impression on him. 

In this unwanted gift of a French-made mudbath, Mr. Rabin 
must think he has struck gold. With its aid “the people’s 
choice, ” as he has crowned himself, can now all the better play 
the role of the wronged underdog; with it, most important, he 
apparently believes he can bespatter and finish off his arch- 
enemy, Shimon Peres. 

As usual, Mr. Rabin is wrong on one not so negligible count; 
his arch-enemy is himself: "For by trying to turn the “malicious 
lie” in.a Paris newspaper into a weapon to beat Mr. Peres he is 
only displaying again how driven he is by a vicious and petty- 
minded vendetta. 

To rehabilitate himself, it is not enough for Mr. Rabin to show, 
as presumably he will do later today, that it was indeed not Mr. 
Mizrahi who paid for his wife's fine. He should also offer some 
evidence that he is thinking not of personal vengeance but of the 
party’s, and the nation's, good. He can do so by laying off the 
mudbath. 

The wrong cow 

WITH A MONTHLY inflation rate of two digits it Is no longer 
surprising that the Treasury should be reduced to the desperate 
Juggling, not so much of prices, as of their index. 

Within a few days, housewives may find the milk shelves emp- 
ty. Although Finance Minister Hurvitz has laid down the golden 
rule that everything must be paid for at cost, he refuses to apply 
that rule when it does not suit him. 

In the case of milk, which is subject to a so-called “zero sub- 
sidy” — meaning that the government will either permit a price 
rise or pay a subsidy — there is no dispute that cost increases 
warrant a price hike. However, Mr. Hurvitz was annoyed by 
last Sunday's BOstadrut-organized demonstration against the 
latest 11 -pcr cent wave of price inflation. 

He therefore decided to. teach the Histadrut a lesson. “You 
cannot demonstrate in the morning against price rises and have 
Tnuva demand them In the afternoon”, so the argument went. 

The argument is cynical because it insinuates that the govern- 
ment is thie victim and not (as is in fact the case) the author of 
! inflation; worse yet, it makes it appear that the government, in- 
stead of discharging its responsibilities for managing the 
nation's economy, is engaged in a partisan war with the public 
in general and the Histadrut in particular. 

What is really at issue, however, is a desperate and petty ef- 
fort, not to apply effective solutions, but to stave off political dis- 
aster by holding the November price index down wherever it is 
possible. Until the end of November, therefore, the milk 
farmers are going to be milked. 

The same Is true for the producers of edible oil, margarine, 
chocolate and other products, whose prices have not been allow- 
ed to go up. In addition, a delay in the early winter rains, with 
correspondingly higher irrigation requirements, has given the 
Likud’s Peas ah Grupper, who heads the Knesset's water price 
committee, a heaven-sent excuse to veto any adjustment of 
water prices to their cost. 

The Treasury has run out of policy measures, ideas and 
solutions. Mr. Hurvitz wants everything to be paid tor at cost — 
when he bears the cost, and .everybody else tb absorb the cost 
when he has to pay the price. He is playing both ends against the 
middle. — and the middle is the public at Zazg-e.

FALL-OUT 

Israel’s efforts at the UN to keep nuclear weapons out of 
the Middle East drew a surprising amount of support , 
writes LEON HADAR, Post New York correspondent. 


“FOR THE PAST month I felt what 
it is like to be a member of the FLO 
delegation,” said an Israeli 
diplomat last week after taking 
part in the Israeli-sponsored Middle 
East nuclear ban campaign In the 
UN. “It is great to become a UN 
celebrity, even if only for a short 
time.” Last Thursday, the diplomat 
was involved In a non-stop series of 
interviews — not with the New York 
Jewish weeklies which frequently 
approach the delegation, but with 
the leading diplomatic cor- 
respondents from ABC television, 
Le Monde and The New York 
Times. 

In the afternoon, the distinguish- 
ed statesman of. a leading Third 
World country, Mexico, completed 
his address before the First Com- 
mittee of the General Assembly, 
during which the target for his 
praise had been, believe It or not, 
Israel. 

Garsla Robles Is an admired 
figure in Latin America and in the 
Third World generally, and the 1967 
treaty establishing a nuclear- 
weapons -free zone in Latin America 
had been his brainchild. 

The resolution which Israel sub- 
mitted to the First Committee 
(which deals with disarmament 
issues) was modelled on an Idea be 
proposed in 1967 and which resulted 
in a regional conference, to deal 
with the denuclearization' of Latin 
America and, eventually, to for- 
mulate a treaty. 

IN HIS address. Robles pointed to 
Israel's “positive contribution” to 
the international efforts for 
denuclearization and expressed his 
chagrin at Israel having to 
withdraw its proposal because of 
the "political circumstances’.’ — 
Arab rejection. 

Mexico was only one of many UN 
members that provided surprises 
for Israel last Thursday afternoon. 
The 'Israeli delegation expected 
that only the Netherlands and 
perhaps the U.S. would express 
their appreciation of the Israeli In- 
itiative. But then both represen- 
tatives of the Nordic bloc and 
Ireland, one of the initiators of the 
Nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty, * 
quoted long paragraphs from the 
Israeli proposal and painted to the 
“constructive. Israeli effort." 

Others followed — France, Italy, 
Britain and the U.S. — .all of them 
expressing varying degrees of ad- 
miration for the Israeli proposal. 

THE LOUDSPEAKER in the UN 
building which regularly calls jour- 
nalists and delegates to the anti- 
Israel ritual is constant proof that 
Israel is still among the leading 
pariah states. But the campaign to 
declare the Middle East a nuclear 
weapons-free zone which Israel has 
conducted for toe last month has

demonstrated that a comb in a ti o n of 
original thought, diplomatic in- 
genuity aud sophisticated 
public relations can still produce a 
limited victory. 

When Ambassador Yehuda Blum 
submitted the Israeli draft resolu- 
tion calling for a Middle East con- 
ference to discuss a nuclear treaty, 
no-one in the Israeli delegation had 
serious expectations that the 
resolution would he accepted by the 
committee. 

The aim of the resolution was 
more modest but no less Important 
— “To convince the international 
co mmuni ty- that Israel is not only 
supporting its nuclear disarma- 
ment efforts b(it stands in the 
vanguard of the movement toward 
the realization of this aim,” said 
Blum. 

This was not an easy task in the 
light of news reports describing 
Israel's nuclear capacity and its 

- refusal to sign, the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty, which la at 
the heart of the International efforts 
to stem the spread of nuclear 
weapons. 

Added to that has been Israel's 
refusal to support an Egyptian 
proposal to declare the area 
nuclear free, partly because of a 
clause in the proposal which calls 
on states to sign the Non- 
Proliferation Treaty. 

THE HEAD of the anti-Israeli 

- movement on the nuclear arms 
issue was none other than Iraq, 
which has sponsored a debate in the 
General Assembly on “Israel's 
nuclear armoury.” 

Last year, Iraq succeeded in hav- 
ing the item Included in the 
assembly agenda, and after a 
debate focusing more on the Middle 
) East conflict than on n on- 
j proliferation, the assembly propos- 
ed a strongly worded resolution 
condemning any Israeli attempt to 
obtain -nuclear weapons and dis- 
couraging any cooperation with 
Israel which could assist the effort. 

Israel’s proposal, and its agree- 
ment — with reservations — to sup- 
port toe Egyptian resolution, did 
not fall to demonstrate to the other 
delegations that Israel supports a 
principle that is dear to many of 
them: the need to separate efforts 
for international nuclear disarma- 
ment and "pure" political Issues. 

' This position was propagated by 
veteran Israeli diplomat Arieh 
Elian and Avi Beker, a member of 
the delegation! and an expert in 
nuclear-disarmament Issues. Both 
■pent long and frustrating hours 
lobbying for the Israeli proposal. 

“Personal contacts have become 
an Important part of lobbying In in- 
ternational meetings," said one 
Israeli diplomat, “especially if they 
take place between professionals."

MINIMUM FRIGES 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Poet 

Sir, — Macabee Dean's article of 
October 29 about pharmacists in- 
cluded a misstatement. The 
reference to the fixing of minimum 
prices by U.S. authorities to protect 
the small druggist Is, in fact, in- 
correct. 

The various states had been em- 
powered by federal legislation, 
about 1939, to pass enabling legisla- 
tion for inauguration of fair trade 
laws. A large preponderance of the 
states did so. Manufacturers of 
various merchandise, not only In 
pharmacy, dictated the minimum 
price at which their products could 
be sold by the retailer. Due to 
various circumstances, the courts 
began disallowing these actions and 
finally the enabling acts were 
declared unconstitutional. 
Therefore, merchandise has been 
sold at any price, at toe discretion 
of the retailer, which has definitely 


reduced the number of small en- 
trepreneurs in the U.S. 

Therefore the claim that “in the 
U.S. the authorities fix a minimum 
price to protect the small 
druggist," has not applied for many 
years.

: MANY THIRD WORLD countries, 
some of which do not have 
diplomatic relations with Israel,. ex- 
pressed. similar attitudes, but only 
in private. Publicly 'some of these 
countries tried to gain support for 
the establishment of nuclear 
weapons-free zones in other parts of 
the world — the Indian Ocean and 
South Asia, for example. 

The Arabs failed, or refused to . 
notice, toe' international consensus 
that developed in the committee 
regarding toe need to separate the 
political and toe nuclear issues. 

At the start of the discussion, the 
Arab group decided to present 
several amendments to toe Israeli 
proposal that would have made ap- 
proval of toe proposal conditional 
on a solution to the Arab-Israel con- 
flict (including the establishment of 
a Palestinian state and Israel’s 
withdrawal to the 19 67 l ines). 

"The other delegates expressed, 
in private, their resentment of the 
Arab pressure," said an Israeli. 
"And they told us that they would 
refuse to support such politioal 
linkage embodied in the Arab 
amendments." 

The Arabs were also confused by 
the "strategy ' of brinkmanship" 
employed by toe Israelis during the 
discussion. _ 

“They were not sure if we would 
submit toe proposal for a vote and 
we did our best to confuse them on 
that point," sald*an Israeli 
diplomat. ."One day; we would give 
the impression that we were going 
to submit it for a vote, the next we 
would hint that we were going to 
withdraw It." 

AMONG THE Arabs there was a 
struggle between those states that 
wanted to lobby for the 
amendments to the Israeli proposal 
while others, like Iraq, called for a 
strategy that would lead to the re- 
jection of the Israeli resolution on 
the grounds that Israel did not have 
the "moral basis" to present such a 
proposal. The latter line' of action 
seemed to win more support among 
the delegates than the amendments 
embodying the political “linkage,” 
so the Arabs decided to withdrew 
the latter. _ 

“In any case toe other represen- 
tatives did not fail to get the right 
message,” said Blum. “They saw 
and heard a confused Arab group 
trying to apply all possible 
strategies in order to sabotage a 
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serious .and genuine bam on nuclear 
weapons.” 

THE IRAN-IRAQ war was a 
positive supplement to the Israeli 
efforts. And so were the news 
. reports about toe “Islamic^ Bomb" 
being developed by Libya and 
Pakistan. 

“It was a lively demonstration of 
what would happen if these ‘crazy 
states’ get hold of nuclear weapons 
— global destruction,” said Blum, 

The refusal of the Iraqis, who. 
signed toe non-proliferation treaty, 
to allow international inspection of 
their nuclear plants proved the 
Israeli point — that a signature on 
the treaty has no practical value; 

The public relations element 
played a most important part in the 
campaign. According’ to Nachman 
Shai, spokesman of the Israeli mis- 
sion and a former Israeli TV 
military reporter who is regarded 
by correspondents as one of the best 
•press secretaries sit the UN, at the 
start of the campaign, media in- 
terest in the Israeli proposal was 
very limited, “so we decided to con- 
centrate on several prestigious, 
‘elite* newspapers, an effort that 
produced some success.'.' . 

THE FIRST important and very 
“pro" item appeared in the London 
Observer. Then came a page one 
article In The New York Times in 
mid-November, almost a month 
after Israel presented the idea to 
toe UN secretary-general, “The 
New York Times st o ry was toe tur- 
ning point, an indication of the In- 
fluence this newspaper has," said 
Shai. “Suddenly our resolution won 
official media legitimacy." 

■ A drove of correspondents ap- 
proached the Israeli mission for in-, 
terviews, and some UN delegates, 
even became Interested in the 
proposal after newspapers in their 
own countries reprinted The New 
York Times story. 

The media attention ■ was 
translated into a growing public in- 
terest. Meir Amlt, MR, who 
appeared before a prestigious 
forum at Columbia University, was 
surprised to find himself besieged 
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
